School  bells  have  rung  for  thej 
twenty-fifth  year  for  O.  J.  Ni- 
chol.  teacher  in  St.  Luke’s  Lu- 
theran Church  School,  Hannahs- 
town. 

Upon  graduation  from  Concor- 
dia Teacher’s  College,  River 
Forest,  111.,  in  1927.  he  received 
call  from  St.  Luke’s  Church, 
Hannahstown,  to  become  teach- 
• in  the  church  school. 

This  school,  one  of  the  few  re- 
maining Lutheran  schools  in  the 
Missouri  Synod,  was  started  85 
years  ago  in  a log  room  added 
to  the  parsonage.  It  is  now  a 
separate  one-room  school,  sup- 
ported entirely  by  the  church. 

The  present  enrollment  is  the 
lowest  ever,  32,  but  in  past 
years  there  have  been  as  high  as 
53  pupils  in  eight  grades. 

Instruction  requirements  for 
this  school  are  the  same  as  for 
any  public  or  private  school  in 
the  state.  Following  a half  hour 
of  religions  instruction  in  the 
morning,  Mr.  Nichol  teaches 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic; 
to  all  eight  grades,  and  does  it 
well. 

Many  of  his  pupils  have  made 
fine  education  records,  proof  of 
the  strong  foundations  which 
they  obtained  under  his  elemen- 
tary instruction.

To  this  end,  Mr.  Nichol  ap- 
plies religious  principles  to  every 
phase  of  a child’s  school  life. 
Good  sportsmanship  is  taught  on 
the  play  ground  and  honesty  and 
Christian  conduct  are  taught  in 
the  class  room  along  with  the 
three  R’s. 

Mr.  Nichol  has  earned  the  ad- 
miration and  respect  of  all  his 
students,  past  and  present,  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in 
1948,  the  Nichols  and  their  four 
children  moved  into  a new  brick 
home,  built  for  them  by  a grate- 
ful congregation.

Church  Should  Be  Heart, 
Soul  of  Community, 
Young  Minister  Says

“I  believe  the  church  should  be  the  heart  as  well  as  the 
soul  of  the  community.”  Those  are  the  words  of  Rev.  James 
Miller  of  Clinton  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Saxonburg.

Mr.  Miller  was  born  in  Akron,  Ohio,  where  his  parents 
still  live.  In  his  youth,  ministry  was  farthest  thing  from 
his  mind.  He  started  out  to  be  a chemical  engineer,  and 
took  one  year  of  engineering  at  Akron  University. 

He  decided  after  that  year 
that  he  was  unsuited  for  engi- 
neering, so  he  left  school,  and 
took  a position  with  the  Akron 
Rubber  Company.  While  there, 
he  took  two  important  steps.  He 
married  the  former  Helen 
Emery  of  Akron,  and  decided  to 
become  a minister. 

Before  he  was  able  to  enter 
college,  the  draft  moved  in  and 
he  spent  a year  with  the  U.  S. 

Air  Corps,  studying  Cryptogra- 
phy. 

* * • 

After  his  release  from  the 
army,  he  and  his  wife  and  two 
children,  Barbara  and  Dick, 
went  to  New  Concord,  Ohio, 
where  Mr.  Miller  entered  Mus- 
kingum College.  Going  to  school 
and  rearing  a family  was  no 
easy  matter,  and  Rev.  Miller 
had  to  work  hard  both  in  school 
and  out.  After  graduation  from 
Muskingum,  Mr.  Miller  went:  to 
Pittsburgh  - Xenia  Theological 
Seminary. 


His  first  two  years  in  the  Sem- 
inary, he  was  in  charge  of  the 
bowling  alleys  at  the  1st  U.  P. 
Community  House  in  Pittsburgh 
and  was  also  an  assistant  at  the 
1st  U.  P.  Church.  During  his 
last  year  at  the  Seminary,  Mr. 
Miller  came  to  Clinton  Church 
as  student  minister.  Upon 
Ordination,  last  year,  Mr.  Mil- 
ler was  reappointed  as  minister 
of  Ihe  church.  The  couple  have 
another  son,  Paul,  born  during 
Mr.  Miller's  last  year  at  the 
Seminary.

Mr.  Miller  believes  that  a 
church  should  be  open  at  all 
times,  and  the  young  people  of 
his  congregation,  as  well  as  the 
older  ones  usually  find  there  is 
some  activity  at  the  church  sev- 
eral times  a week. 

There  is  a regular  Friday 
Recreation  night  with  varied  ac- 
tivities for  the  younger  group. 
Future  plans  for  this  group  in- 
clude a marionette  show  to  be 
constructed  entirely  by  the 
young  people. 

Mr.  Miller  believes  that  Re- 
ligion must  touch  the  whole 
man.  His  ministry  is  “Bible-  j 
centered”,  all  his  beliefs  have  a 
direct  derivation  from  the  Bible. 
He  believes  his  mission  is  to 
convert  the  unconverted,  and 
edify  the  converted.  The  inter- 
est and  zeal  of  the  minister  is 
reflected  in  the  activity  of  the 
church.
